S ome day s a ko the Bra inerd Dispatch alluded to the sinking 
of the submarine S-1 and ex pressed the hope that the a ccident 
would result in lea ding to better sa fety methods to prevent a repe­ 
tition of such disa sters. 
It called a ttention to the fa ct that no ey es 
had been provided in subma rine construction to which a diver 
could a tta ch a ha wser for hoisting . 
The contention of the Dispatch is borne out in this quotation 
from the mag azine, “ The independent,“ in its issue of December 
31 which sta tes ; 
“ In the dark tra g edy of the sinking of the subma rine, S-1, 
one thing to our minds stands out as verg ing on culpable neg lect. 
The accident itself wa s doubtless unavoidable as far as the de­ 
stroy er, Paulding , wa s concerned, a lthoug h there may ha ve been 
a lack of precaution on the part of the officers of the ill-fated sub­ 
marine. 
But to one fea ture of our subma rine construction a very 
well-founded criticism may be applied, a criticism based on the 
neg lect of a simple, obvious, and potentially vital precaution which 
wa s sug g ested long ag o. 
up pose that a subma rine is sunk, as were the S-51 and th» 
S-1, throug h collision, or that for any reason it lies on the ocean 
floor unable to rise, the rescue units are faced with a most diffi­ 
cult and laborious undertaking . 
It is necessa ry for divers to carry 
chains or ha wsers underneath the hull of the submarine, an op­ 
eration which often involves tunneling throug h mud or sand or 
rock in order to g et a purchase which will permit either the lift­ 
ing of the ship or the proper a tta ching of pontoons. 
When the 
S-51 wa s sunk, many , many da y s passed in the hea rtbrea king task 
of tunneling underneath the ship to a ccomplish this purpose. 
After that tra g edy the officer g enera lly reg arded as respon­ 
sible for the ultimate ra ising of the S-51, Lieut. Commander (a s 
he then wa s) Edward Ellsbcrg , recommended that hooks or loops 
be placed on all subma rines throug h which cha ins could be passed 
by divers in the event of accidents. 
Such hooks in the case of the 
S- l which was sunk only a mile offshore in about one hundred feet 
of water and which rested on the bottom shelving g radually to 
the shore line mig ht and probably would have made the sa lva g ing 
of the ship a ma tter of hours or at most of a few day s. 
No action, howevef-, wa s taken on Commander Ellsberg ’s 
recommendation, and our subma rines have continued on their la w­ 
ful occasions without a sa fety device so cheap, so easy , so simple 
that its omission seems almost criminal. 
There may be some 
Technical reasons of which we are ig norant why this device cannot 
be used. 
If so, the public should know them. 
It should know just why all precautions were not taken so 
that the hideous tra g edy of the S-51 should not have ty oen repeated 
by the S-t. 
The ling ering and a wful dea ths of brave men im­ 
prisoned in iron walls underneath the sea are dreadful enoug h un­ 
der any circumstances, but if these deaths could ha ve been avoided, 
the responsibility is appalling . 
We want to know how and why Commander Ellsberg ’s rec­ 
ommendations were ig nored. 
We want to know who is responsi­ 
ble for the killing of six men who survived the collision which 
sank the S-L 
We call on tin* Na vy Department to publish the 
ta cts in the record. 
And we insist that a fa ilure to do so is evi­ 
dence of something very unsound, something abject in the a dmin­ 
istration of the submarine service.” 
And, by the wa y , it is the same Commander Edwa rd Ellsbcrg 
who sums up the accident of the S -l is he did the S-51 and who 
ag ain makes the recommendation for ey es on the subma rine, hooks 
or loops, throug h which chains can be passed by divers. 
Mow many more subma rines will have to find a wa tery g ra ve 
before this simple recommendation is utilized? 
Evidently such a recommendation must be blue-printed and 
O. K.’il and passed on by a lot of desk men before it g ets to the 
point of being adopted as a sa fety device. 
If the loop or hook is 
not g ood foi war time service, then use it in peace time and r e ­ 
move it in war time. 
But at least provide sa fety devices so that

S o m e days ago the Brainerd Dispatch alluded to the sinking 
of the submarine S-4 and expressed the hope that the accident 
would result in leading to better safety methods to prevent a repe­ 
tition of such disasters. 
It called attention to the fact that no eyes 
had been provided in submarine construction to which a diver 
could attach a hawser for hoisting. 
The contention of the Dispatch is borne out in this quotation 
from the magazine, “The*Independent,” in its issue of December 
31 which states: 
“In the dark tragedy of the sinking of the submarine, S-4, 
one thing to our minds stands out as verging on culpable neglect. 
The accident itself was doubtless unavoidable as far as the de­ 
stroyer, Paulding, was concerned, although there may have been 
a lack of precaution on the part of the officers of the ill-fated sub­ 
marine. But to one feature of our submarine construction a very 
well-founded criticism may be applied, a criticism based on the 
neglect of a simple, obvious, and potentially vital precaution which 
was suggested long ago. 
Suppose that a submarine is sunk, as were the S-51 and the 
S-4, through collision, or that for any reason it lies on the ocean 
floor unable to rise, the rescue units are faced with a most diffi­ 
cult and laborious undertaking. 
It is necessary for divers to c a n y 
chains or hawsers underneath the hull of the submarine, an op­ 
eration which often involves tunneling through mud or sand or 
rock in order to get a purchase which will permit either the lift­ 
ing of the ship or the propel* attaching of pontoons. 
When the 
S-51 was sunk, many, many days passed in the heartbreaking task 
of tunneling underneath the ship to accomplish this purpose. 
After that tragedy the officer generally regarded as respon­ 
sible for the ultimate raising of the S-51, Lieut. Commander (as 
he then was) edward Ellsberg, recommended that h o o k s or loops 
be placed on all submarines through which chains could be passed 
by divers in the event of accidents. Such hooks in the ease of the 
S-4 which was sunk only a mile offshore in about one hundred feet 
of water and which rested on the bottom shelving gradually to 
tile shore line might and probably would have made the salvaging 
of the ship a matter of hours or at most of a few days. 
No action, however*, was taken on Commander Ellsberg’s 
recommendation, and our submarines have continued on their law­ 
ful occasions without a safety device so cheap, so easy, so simple 
that its omission seems almost criminal. 
There may he some 
fechnicai reasons of which Weare ignorant why this device cannot 
be used. 
If so, the public should know them. 
It should know .just why all precautions were not taken so 
that the hideous tragedy of the S-51 should not have tyeen repeated 
by the S-4. 
The lingering and awful deaths of brave men im­ 
prisoned in iron walls underneath the sea are dreadful enough un­ 
der any circumstances, but if these deaths could have been avoided, 
the responsibility is appalling. 
We want to know how and why Commander Ellsberg’s rec­ 
ommendations were ignored. 
We want to know who is responsi­ 
ble for the killing of six men who survived the collision which 
sank the S-4. 
We call on the Navy Department to publish the 
tacts iii the record. 
Aud we insist that a failure to do so is evi­ 
dence of something very unsound, somet hing abject in the admin­ 
istration of the submarine service.” 
And, by the way, it is the same Commander Edward Ellsberg 
who sums up the accident of the S-4 as he did the S-51 and who 
again makes the recommendation for eyes on the submarine, books 
or loops, through which chains can be passed by divers. 
How many more submarines will have to find a watery grave 
before this simple recommendation is utilized? 
Evidently such a recommendation must be blue-printed and 
O. K.’d and passed on by a lot of desk men before it gets to the 
point of being adopted as a safety device, 
lf the loop or hook is 
not good for war lime service, then use it in peace* time and re­ 
move it in war time. 
But at least provide safety devices so that 
the undersea boat will not be a traveling coffin for all concerned.

Minn., 
by registered letter, as required by 
Section 18 . Chap ter 407. of the stir ' 
forest laws and lie has been com­ 
p elled to p rosecute several p ersons 
on this charge, during the p ast two 
weeks and more p rosecutions are »-> 
follow shortly. 
Mr. Rhodes writes: 
"We find too, that there are some 
who go out and cut timber hap haz­ 
ardly, without first even obtaining 
p ermission of the p rop erty owner, 
which constitutes tresp ass. 
"A few years ago it was almost 
imp ossible for the p rivate individual 
to obtain a conviction for timber 
tresp ass but of recent years, esp e­ 
cially since the forest laws were re­ 
codified 
in 
19 25 
and 
made 
more 
stringent, the State Forestry dep art­ 
ment will fix the resp onsibility of 
the cutting, which leaves a clear 
case for the landowner to collect on 
the tresp ass. 
Then 
too, 
with

wholehearted sup p ort which Is now 
given us by our county attorneys, 
sheriff, state and county officials, as 
well as the co-op eration and buck­ 
ing of the general p ublic, the man 
who Continues the p ractice of timber 
tresp ass will come to the same end 
as the horse thief, bank robber or 
any other criminal and it is the hop e 
of our dep artment to make invest­ 
ments in timber lands as sale as in­ 
vestments In any other p rop erty,

it a misdemeanor, p unishable by fine
